British  Columbia’s  $15,800,000 
grant  under  the  federal  provin- 
cial tax  agreements  is  "about 
what  was  expected,"  according 
to  officials  nf  the  provincial 
finance  department. 

The  grant,  announced  from 
Ottawa  yesterday  as  an  estim- 
ate. Is  $-125,000  more  for  the 
current  fiscal  year  than  the  pro- 
vincial estimate  of  $-1 1,374.000.

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The  Freedom  of  London 


Announcement  from  London  that 
ihr  freedom  of  ihe  city  will  l>e  con- 
form! upon  Rt.  Hon.  Louis  St.  Laurent, 
Prime  Minister  of  Canada,  when  he  visits 
t hr*  metropolis  early  in  February  to 
attend  a meeting  of  Commonwealth 
premiers,  will  l>e  received  in  this  country 
with  considerable  pleasure  The  “free- 
dom” of  the  historic  capital  is  a 200-year- 
old  right.  It  is  conferred  sparingly  and 
only  for  outstanding  public  service,  on 
this  occasion  on  an  overseas  prime  minis- 
ter. While  all  Canada  wilt  be  honored 
in*  the  event.  Mr.  St.  Laurent  in  his  own 
person  will  tie  receiving  merited  recog- 
nition He  has  made  a dignified  and 
sensible  first  minister,  apart  from  all 
political  differences  in  the  nation. 

There  are  not  many  individuals  living  * 
who  would  not  be  thrilled  to  receive  such 
an  honor,  with  historic  privileges  dating 
hack  for  two  centuries  The  unlisted 
capital  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  seat 
which  since  ancient  tim«»s  has  been  at 
the  core  of  British  fortunes,  the  home  of 
Royalty  and  the  centre  of  pageantry, 
London  occupies  an  unique  position  in 
British  annals.  The  sound  of  "Big  Ben  ’ 
during  the  late  war  was  as  a personal 
encouragement  to  countless  millions  of 
people.  The  epic  defense  of  the  metropolis 


against  fire  and  "buzz”  bomb  in  time  of 
holocaust  drew  the  warmest  regard  of 
nations  for  a city  se<*ond  to  none  in 
endurance  and  courage.  To  t>e  ti  Freeman 
of  the  City  of  l^ondon  indeed  is  to  la? 
greatly  honored 

The  gesture  will  be  doubly  welcome 
throughout  Canada  because  once  more 
it  enlarges  the  ties  between  the  old  and 
the  new  lands,  and  pays  a graceful  tribute 
to  Canada  for  its  part  In  the  stirring 
events  of  the  last  two  decades.  It  may 
t>e  hard  for  Mr.  St.  Laurent  to  decide  in 
his  own  heart  which  is  the  greater  honor: 
the  historic  “freedom,”  or  the  fact  that 
the  donor  will  be  the  London  of  Chaucer, 
of  Churchill,  of  men  and  women  with 
unforgettable  names  Certainly  he  will 
receive  it  humbly  on  behalf  of  Canada 
and  of  himself. 

The  gathering  which  will  take  the 
Canadian  prime  minister  to  I.ondon  in 
the  new  year  may  in  itself  be  another 
milestone  on  the  road  to  fuller  harmony 
and  co-operation  among  the  component 
parts  of  the  Commonwealth.  While  such 
discussions  are  informal,  their  conse- 
quences are  far-reaching  and  their  influ- 
ence immense  In  that  sense  also  Canada 
will  have  little  need  to  fear  for  its  repre- 
sentation on  this  occasion. 


Wasted  Tax  Dollars 


RECENTLY,  with  the  prospect  of  a 
deficit  in  the  federal  treasury  at  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year,  it  has  become 
fashionable  for  some  members  of  the 
Dominion  cabinet  to  talk  with  a great 
display  of  candor  about  the  need  for 
economy  in  government— almost  as  if  the 
possibility  that  expenditures  could  be  cut 
had  only  just  occurred  to  them.  If 
Finance  Minister  Harris  is  looking  for 
some  place  to  start  paring,  it  might  be 
n good  idea  for  him  to  examine  some  of 
Ihe  sideline  activities  of  the  Deportment 
of  National  Health  and  Welfare,  the 
heaviest  spending  branch  of  government 
except  defense. 

In  the  mail  from  Ottawa  this  week 
there  was  received  a seven-page  bulletin 
from  the  information  services  division  of 
this  hilljon-dollar  department.  It  con- 
tained a collection  of  "fillers”  for  the  use 
of  newspapers.  Among  them  were  such 
gems  of  wisdom  as  the  following. 

First  aid  is  a branch  of  knowledge 
lhaf  may  he  of  use  in  home,  factory  or 
on  the  highway.  Canada  has  a rirh 
supply  of  many  varieties  of  fish.  A two- 


year-old  should  not  tie  allowed  to  run 
out  into  the  street  alone  or  with  other 
small  children.  Regular  exercise  Is  neces- 
sary to  health.  Teeth  should  lie  brushed 
after  rating  candy.  An  accident  victim 
should  be  given  first  aid  while  awaiting 
the  doctor’s  arrival.  Expectant  mothers 
should  have  mediral  attention.  Retired 
people  should  have  hobbies  or  occupations 
to  keep  them  happy  and  healthy. 

Where  does  the  Department  of  Na- 
tional Health  and  Welfare  think  Cana- 
dians have  been  living  all  their  lives — in 
raves0  There  are  30  separate  pieces  of 
advice  of  this  sort  in  the  bulletin,  all  of 
them  matters  of  common  knowledge  to 
•anyone  with  enough  intelligence  to  tell 
the  time.  The  point  is,  though,  that  the 
department  maintains  a staff  in  Ottawa 
to  compile  these  inanities  and  have  them 
printed  and  distributed.  If  there  are 
people  in  Mr.  Paul  Martin’s  department 
with  nothing  more  useful  to  do  with  their 
time  than  that,  it  would  he  opportune  to 
recall  the  remark  of  one  of  his  colleagues 
a short  time  ago  to  the  effect  that  every 
dollar  a government  spends  is  someone's 
tax  dollar. 


‘By  Any  Other  Name  . . 


THE  Canadian  Military  Journal,  an 
independent  defense  forces  review , 
complains  that  newspapers  of  . Canada 
still  continue  to  use  the  word  conscription. 
"What  is  meant  by  the  Legion.”  it  says, 
“is  compulsory,  universal,  or  selective 
service.  There  is  a difference  between 
this  and  conscription.”  If  there  is  it  is 
harder  to  find  that  a needle  in  a haystack 
Here  is  the  dictionary  definition  of 
conscript:  "Enlisted  by  compulsion,  as  a 
soldier  or  sailor;  conscripted."  Call  it 
what  one  will  the  meaning  is  the  same, 
a compulsory  enlistment  short  or  long, 
selective  or  all-embracing.  It  is  sheer 
evasion  1o  try  to  gloss  a term  at  the 
root  of  this  country's  military  manpower 
problems. 

Elsewhere  other  nations  are  not  so 
sensitive.  Even  if  they  do  not  officially 
call  their  compulsory  military  service 
schemes  by  the  term  conscription  they  do 
not  argue  over  connotations.  They  know 
that  in  calling  up  recruits  compulsorily 
they  are  conscripting  them.  Only  Canada., 


alone  among  NATO  nations  except  for 
liny  Iceland,  is  not  filling  its  military 
ranks  by  compulsion  is  queerlv  queasy 
on  the  subject. 

In  this  country  the  word  conscription 
is  shied  away  from  as  though  it  were  a 
disease,  a fetish  aided  and  abetted  by 
political  expediency:  whereas  In  Europe 
it  has  a long  and  honored  tradition 
based  on  the  belief  that  service  to  one’s 
country  is  something  of  whirh  to  be  proud. 
Modern  warfare  has  also  demoded  com- 
pletely the  thesis  that  one  volunteer  is 
worth  three  pressed  men. 

One  appreciates  the  human  bent  for 
self-deception,  however,  and  so  does  not 
quarrel  seriously  with  the  Canadian  Mili- 
tary Journal.  If  use  of  the  words  com- 
pulsory, universal  or  selective  will  bring 
into  being  the  kind  of  military  force  the 
word  conscription  apparently  will  not. 
then  by  all  means  let  us  use  the  evasive 
term.  Like  Shakespeare's  rose  its  sub- 
stance will  be  unchanged  and  that  is  the 
main  thing.

SINCE  the  mind  of  man  runneth 
not  to  the  contrary  the  Festival 
of  Hugmanay  has  been  celebrated 
by  Scots  the  world 
over. 

In  these  words 
an  eminent  gentle- 
man in  town  cus- 
tomarily invites  me 
to  his  office  about 
this  time  of  the 
year.  The  date  pre- 
cisely is  tomorrow 
afternoon,  and  nat- 
urally I have  taken 
the  matter  under 
serious  advisement. 

I say  naturally  because  one  must 
live  up  to  one’s  alleged  reputation. 
It  would  be  folly  on  my  part  to  sug- 
gest that  much  of  my  Sc*»ttish  flavor 
has  been  acquired  in  Canada;  for  one 
thing  no  one  would  believe  me  and 
for  another  I should  he  bereft  pf 
many  a happy  occasion. 

So  that  when  people  look  at  me 
and  say.  "I  suppose  tomorrow  Is 
YOUR  big  night.”  as  invariably  they 
do  come  Dec  ember  30,  I Just  nod  my 
head.  They  are  so  indulgent  In  de- 
meanour also,  as  though  giving  me 
carle  blanche  to  have  a fling.  High- 
land or  Lowland,  that  I hesitate  to 
hurt  their  feelings  by  denial. 

* * * 

Hogmanay  as  most- of  you  know  is 
simply  an  old  word  meaning  the  la«t 
day  of  the  Old  Year.  Why  anyone 
should  he  «n  glad  to  see  it  go  as  to 
Mage  a celebration  in  its  honor  is 
perhaps  a mystery  that  should  be 
explored.  Some  other  time,  however. 

I suspect  myself  lhat  Hogmanay 
Is  Just  another  excuse  for  having  a 
good  time  socially  And  It  has  nna 
secular  advantage  ovpr  Christmas; 
no  uneasy  conscience  need  mar  the 
festivity. 

Nor  is  this  Old  Year  occasion  con- 
fined to  those  who  learned  to  spell 
Hogmanay  before  even  going  to 
school.  Time  magazine  said  last  week 
that  there  were  five  Scots  abroad  for 
every  one  In  Scotland,  a statistic 
which  Indicates  that  people  and  not 
whisky  Is  that  country’s  biggest  ex- 
port. The  result  of  this  multiple 
odyssey  has  hern  to  inoculate  all  and 
sundry  with  the  virus  Hogmana> 
Come  tomorrow  night  for  example 
the  witching  hour  will  find  me.  DV  . 
with  a host  who  never  saw  Scotland 
except  on  a postcard  and  whose  only 
affinity  with  that  ancient  scat  of  hag- 
pipe  culture  ts  through  individuals 
like  yours  truly,  hut  who  is  no 
sirancer  to  Hogmanay  revels  never- 
theless, And  of  course  If  properly 
carried  out  they  are  in  truth  revel*. 

♦ * * 

The  "daft  days”  i«  how  one  Scots 
writer  has  described  them. . He  was 
thinking  of  the  firM  foot  custom, 
when  a convivial  company  flits  from 
door  to  door,  a tall  dark  man  in  the 
forefront,  on  a round  of  merrv  visit- 
ing. I participated  mvself  thus  on 
many  a Awtahle  round.  In  Canada, 
foot  slogging  In  the  nflsp  snow  clad 
land  of  the  prairie  blithely  ignoring 
25  or  .10  helow  temperature* 

Not  tomorrow  night  though.  There 
Is  no  snow  here,  nor  30  helow 
weal  her  and  I no  longer  tike  walking. 

First-footing  la  a survival  from 
ages  pint,  as  ts  another  exhuherant 
custom  In  the  home  of  Hogmanay. 
In  towns  like  Edinhurph  and  Glas- 
gow. it  is  the  fashion  for  people  to 
flock  In  the  street*  toward*  midnight, 
gathering  af  certain  civic  landmarks 
to  bring  In  the  New1  Year,  singing 
and  dancing  In  friendly  good  cheer 
Here  Is  an  opporunlty  perhaps  to 
enchance  the  winter  tourist  appeal 
of  Victoria  What  with  hoars’  heads 
and  Yule  logs  and  Christmas  Tree 
golf  tournaments  why  not  go  all 
the  way  and  have  the  community  see 
the  New  Year  In  round  the  Parlia- 
ment Square  fountain0 
On  second  thoughts,  no.  That 
mlpht  he  too  daft  altogether.  Better 
Hogmanay  indoors. 


FUR  seals  in  the  Prihiloff  Hands 
are  facing  mankind’s  most  mercl. 
less  test:  whether  ‘they  eat  mote 
than  they're  worth  or  they’re  worth 
more  than  they  eat. 

About  1.250,000  adults  make  up  the 
herd  which  summer*  in  the  Prihiloff*. 
far  up  In  the  Bering  Sea.  and  winters 
mainly  along  the  west  coast  of  North 
America.  It  Includes  prohahly  90  per 
cent  of  all  the  fur  seals  In  the  world 
*'I  he  remainder  go  ashore  only  behind 
ihe  Iron  Curtain,  on  Russia's  Koman- 
dorski and  Robhen  Island*. 

Forty  three  years  ago  ihe  Prihiloff 
herd  numbered  only  about  150JXX), 
having  been  nearly  wiped  out  by 
hunters  interested  only  in  the  high 
price*  which  seal  fur  brought.  Then 
the  United  States.  Canada.  Russia 
and  Japan  agreed  to  protect  the 
animals  from  further  slaughter. 

This  treaty  launehed  one  of  the 
classic  examples  of  successful  con- 
servation. The  herd  was  allowed 
to  grow  to  Its  present  sue.  and  now 
h held  at  about  1.230.000  by  the 
slaughter  of  tiO.OtX)  to  70, 0<X)  young 
hull*  each  year.  Only  unmarked 
bulls  are  chosen  for  killing.  No 
doubt  the  main  reason  Is  that  their 
skins  make  better  fur.  but  this 
method  of  selection  also  Is  sound 
biologically.  Animal*  scarred  from 
fighting  for  mate*  have  proven  they 
are  fittest  to  perpetuate  their  species, 
and  so  are  left  for  breeding  stock. 

* * ft 

The  Ruvdan*  dropped  out  of  ihe 
fur  M»al  agreement  after  the  R*d- 
shevik  Revolution,  and  the  Japanese 
withdrew  before  the  Second  World 
War.  That  loft  the  United  States  and 
Canada  to  continue  the  treaty  and 
divate  the  spoils  of  the  animal  kill. 
The  United  Statev  does  all  the  work 
and  takes  four  fifths  of  the  «kin*. 
Canada's  fifth  was  worth  $019,000 
litis  year. 

All  Canada  had  to  do  In  recent 
years  to  preserve  this  annual  wind- 
fall wa*  to  check  the  depredatlrfns  of 
West  Coast  Indians.  The  treaty  let* 
Indians  kill  seals  hut  only  with 


canoes  and  harpoon*.  And  when  the 
United  States  complained  to  Ottawa 
about  the  number  of  bootleg  skins 
on  the  market,  sus- 
picion pointed  at 
our  West  Coast 
Indians. 

The  Department 
of  Fisheries  sent 
an  inspector  up  the 
British  Columbia 
coast  to  Investi- 
gate. The  Indiana 
admitted  they  had 
been  taking  seals, 
and  pointed  out 
that  they  were  specifically  exempted 
from  the  treaty  prohibition.  Then 
the  Inspector  counted  war  canoes, 
and  found  only  one  that  wa.*  sea- 
worthy. Take  all  the  seals  you  want, 
he  told  the  Indians,  but  only  with 
war  canoes  and  primitive  weapon*. 
Not  with  power  boats  and  firearm*. 
That  did  It.  *

Fisheries  scientists  estimate  that 
about  30  per  cent  of  the  fish  eaten 
by  seals  are  commercial  varieties. 
'Ihe  Japanese  argue  that  even  that  Is 
too  much,  and  point  out  that  much  of 
the  other  70  per  cent  is  also  food  for 
salmon,  tuna  and  other  commercially 
valuable  fish. 

Japan's  prewar  denunciation  of  the 
treaty  had  little  effect  In  reducing 
the  seal  population,  and  now  the 
Japane*e  want  In  again,  but  not  for 
conservation  reasons.  They  hope  to 
gfi  the  United  State*  and  Canada  to 
agree  to  a hig  reduction  In  the  seal 
population. 

Canadian  and  American  officials 
are  tentatively  scheduled  to  meet  at 
Washington  In  February  to  discuss 
the  Japanese  complaint,  the  advisa- 
bility of  re  negotiating  ihe  treaty,  and 
the  possibility  that  Soviet  Russia 
may  also  want  to  Join. 

The  seaJs.  meanwhile,  are  winter- 
ing In  warmer  sea*  off  countries 
where  people  have  a saying  shout 
digging  one's  grave  with  one's  teeth.

New  Look 
At  Mars

NEW  evidence  confirming  tb* 
existence  of  the  so-mllcd  canals 
on  Mars,  but  discounting  the  possi- 
bility that  Intelligent  bring*  built 
them,  has  been  reported  by  astrono- 
mer* of  the  Carnegie  Institution  of 
Washington. 

The  evidence  1*  contained  in  H 100 
photographs  taken  of  the  red  planet, 
the  only  other  place  in  the  *olar 
*y*fem  where  life  n*  we  know  It 
could  exist,  during  Its  r|<i*e  approach 
to  earth  over  a period  of  three  months 
this  year. 


The  photograph*  alan  disclose  new 
feature*  on  Mar*  that  have  been 
hitherto  unobserved 

The  photos,  the  annual  rcporl  of 
the  Institution  says,  show  quite 
plainly  the  marking*  that  sometimes 
have  been  Interpreted  as  canals  con- 
structed hy  highly  Intelligent  Mar- 
tians to  Irrigate  the  huge  deserts 
which  cover  the  gieati-r  part  of  th* 
planet  They  were  described  its 
straight  line*  hy  the  few  astronomers 
who  managed  to  ace  them. 

The  new  pictures  show  them  how- 
ever. a*  very  broad. .irregular  streaks 
which  could  hardly  he  Interpreted  as 
work*  of  Intelligent  beings.  Their 
leal  nature  remains  a mystery. 

The  photo*  that  show  the  'Vanala* 
were  taken  With  film  sensitive  to 
yellow  light.  Other  picture*,  taken 
With  plates  sensitive  to  blue  light, 
show  a prominent  marking  on  the 
planet  that  has  previously  been 
unknown. 


On  the  equator  of  Mar*  there  1* 
shown  a giant  letter  ”W"  with  lines 
about  1.100  miles  long.  At  the  apexes 
(hare  apf>ear  round  knobs  more  than 
.100  mile*  In  diameter  The  knob*  are 
very  bright,  one  being  almost  as 
bright  *«  the  planet’s  white  polar  cap. 

Carnegie  astronomers  Interpret  the 
mark  a*  * semipermanent  cloud 
formation  In  the  planet'*  very  »hln 
upper  atmosphere  It  |«  moving  af 
the  same  «peerj  at  which  the  planet 
rotate* 

Another  feature  shown  la  an  enor- 
mous blue-green  area  In  the  northern 
atmosphere,  possibly  covered  with 
some  sort  of  primitive  vegetation.  It 
never  had  been  reported  before. 

The  Insfltutloo  also  report*  that 
it«  orient  Eats  |ook  .1,400  picture*  of 
Saturn,  some  of  which  show  the 
planet's  ring*  in  more  detail  than 
ever  before.

For  the  most  part  however, 
the  spectacular  mining  stock 
movements  -both  up  and  down 

have  been  in  uranium  pros- 
pects, Most  of  them  are  stilt  In 
the  promotional  stage,  and  for 
the  most  part  it  is  easier  to 
find  the  chaff  than  the  wheat  — 
although  there  have  been  nota- 
ble exceptions.
